Naval Might as Invasion Launched Against Bulwark in Defenses of Tokyo— Marines and Soldiers Stream Ashore

PEARL HARBOR. Feb. 2.—(/P)—United States forces which 


successfully invaded Japan’s Marshall Islands by a bold, back­ 
door route battled today for Kwajalein Atoll, a key position so 


strategic that its conquest may in due time topple the Nipponese 
from 800 square miles of the mid-Pacifie. 
They were bulwarked 
by more than 2,000.000 tons of naval might. 
Troops who landed Monday after a terrific three-day bombard­ 
ment of enemy positions, quickly threw' up beachheads on at least 
10 of the 30-odd islets forming the central, and largest, of the 
chain of mid-Pacific bases. 
The Japanese showed little resistance at some invasion points. 
Admiral Nimitz, in announcing the start of the expected offensive 
against the mandated islands, told cl strong opposition, apparently 
at the major islets of long, narrow Kwajalein. 
Warships poured thousands of tons of explosives into enemy 
installations in clearing the way for the troop landings, and even 
before the actual invasion carrier planes destroyed or damaged 
113 Japanc>e planes, mostly at Roi. 
American commanders expressed confidence in final victory 
founded on the knowledge they had the support of the greatest 
sea armada ever assembled. 
But they cautioned against expect­ 
ing a quick campaign like the three-day conquest of The Gilberts, 
300 miles to the south. 


Against strong opposition, Fourth Division Marines under 
Major General Harry Schmidt won islet positions near the en­ 
emy Roi Air Base on the northern end of this wo: Id’s largest atoll, 
* 
Nearly 60 miles to the south, the Army's Seventh Infantry 
Division veterans of Attu under Maj, Gen. Charles H. Corlett, 


landed close to Kwajalein Islet, a heavy defended shipping, sea­ 


plane and submarine base. 
Sixty-six-milc-long Kwajalein Atoll is the hub of defenses 
among the 32 Marshall atolls which bar the way to Japan’s naval 
base of Truk, more than 1,200 miles to the southwest, and to To­ 
kyo 2,700 statute miles to the northwest. 
Under the overall command of Vice Adm. R. A Spruance, 
the most powerful fleet assembled, including new battleships, air­ 
craft carriers and even secret type vessels, escorted the transports 
and landing craft to the invasion scene, 2,000 miles southwest of 
Pearl Harbor. Before the landings, big guns of the naval escort 
churned Kwajalein and other atolls with a terrific bombardment. 
"Wherever we search, the whole damn Pacific is filling up 
with warships,” a pilot had exclaimed on returning in a plane to 
his carrier while the invasion force was nearing the objective. 
Constant support is being afforded the ground forces by land- 
based planes—Seventh AAF units of Maj. Gen. Willis H. Hale; 
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THi AMERICAN ORIVI In the central Pacific, which Is aimed at the 
Marshall islands, spreads to Wake island, which was captured !y the 
Japanese after a gallant but futile stand by U. S. Marines in t!i% 
early stages of the war. The raid on Wake island was the first 
since Oct. 5 when warships and planes hit Japanese installations 
with more than 1,000 tons of explosives.

The Russian move,, which ap­ 
pears to confer a large degree of 
sovereignty on the sixteen mem­ 
b ers comprising the Union, b ids 
fair to have far reaching effects. 
For one thing it might give the 
Soviet sixteen votes in any post­ 
war “League of Nations” which 
may b e created to maintain peace, 
whereas a government like that 
of the United States would have 
only one. There is, however, an­ 
other point which, while not so 
ob vious, strikes me as presenting 
momentous possib ilities, and it is 
’his: 
This new commonwealth of na- 
.ions seems to contemplate a 
wholly 
flexib le organization—a 
sort of b ig club —which could, en­ 
large its memb ership freely with­ 
out any troub lesome annexations 
or apparent infringment 
of

"After all that is what dyspep­ 
sia is, isn't it—bellyaching? 
Stomach Diseases 
“It is true that a certain propor­ 
tion of dyspeptics do suffer from a 
real organic disease. Ulcer is the 
only common one of the stomach. 
The leas said about cancer of the 
stomach the better. Dropped stom­ 
ach occasionally gives trouble, but 
so many of them produce no symp­ 
toms at all that the subject is 
as 
dead as Hitler's plans for Russia. 
The intestines also have a select 
few organic diseases, but the sur­ 
geon grabs them before the stom­ 
ach« specialist has a chance. 
“ Then there is reflex dyspepsia. 
Our remote ancestors in the ani­ 
mal kingdom were nothing but 
stomachs once, and most of us have 
never got over that — whenever 
anything is wrong anywhere in the 
body it goes right to the stomach— 
a bad posture, a tilted womb, % 
curved back, a touch of the flu. 
“ Here is where your old friend 
the gallbladder comes in. I have 
heard it said that gallbladder dis­ 
ease is the commonest cause of 
dyspepsia. It does not show itself 
as a frank gallbladder attack, colic 
or pain. More usually it is gas and 
bloating. You ask a person what 
ia the matter and he says- - Gas, 
gas, gas!* You can answer—‘Gall­ 
stones, gallstones, gallstones!’ Or 
just mild inflammation of the gall- 
gladder. 
“Then they have sour stomach, 
and heartburn, spells of nausea, 
and similar speils that they rightly 
call ’bilious,’ irregular appetite, 


headache, and such. They seldom 
get relief from food as does your 
ulcer patient. Abstaining from 
food gives the most relief. 


Nervous Dyspeptic 
“ But I think the nervous dyspep­ 
tic leads the list, both 
in number® 
and troublesomcness. You often 
wonder how they get that way. Not 
a few times it’s bred ir them. I re­ 
member a patient— a woman who 
claimed to have fierce indigestion. 
I couldn’t find anything wrong 
with her, but 
she wanted pill» . 
Finally the story came out. Sh* 
adored her father.

scription he must have looked lik« 
Dore’a pictures of God. Anything 
such a creature said or did must bo 
divine. As a little girl it was her 
regular duty at meal time to go to 
the sideboard and get a red pill for 
him to take before meals and a blue 
one 
afterwards.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
FT E. S.:—The first symptom of 
diabetes is, I believe, excessive 
thirst. 
Will you please trace the 
development cf the disease step 
by step through later stages? 
Answer:—There 
is 
no 
rule 
about the first symptoms of dia­ 
betes. It may be thirst, increased 
urine, or loss of weight, or one of 
the complications—diminished vi­ 
sion, boils, ulcers of the toes or 
coma. The exact course of the dis­ 
ease without treatment is unpre­ 
dictable- it depends on age of pa­ 
tient and severity of the disease.
